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To  His  Worship  the  Mayor, 

The  Members  of  the  Board  of  Control, 

And  the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Hamilton. 

Gentlemen: - 

I  submit  herewith  for  your  approval  the  Financial  Report  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Hamilton  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1937. 

This  year  again  shows  a  balanced  Budget  for  the  second  year  in  succession.  Total  revenue 
for  the  year  of  38,827,539.34  less  expenditure  of  $8,742,133.80  leaves  a  surplus  as  shown  on  the 
Budget  Statement  of  *85,405.54  as  against  $5,310.86  for  the  previous  year  or  an  increase  of 
$80,094.68. 

This  is  most  gratifying  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Board  of  Control  for  their  pol¬ 
icy  of  strict  economy  and  the  co-operation  of  all  civic  departments  in  keeping  within  their  approp¬ 
riated  expenditures. 

The  tax  roll  for  1937  less  a  reserve  of  2%  for  uncollectible  taxes  amounted  to 
$6,659,470.00  and  is  included  in  revenue  account.  This  is  a  reduction  from  the  previous  year  of 
$220,884.00. 

Actual  cash  collections  for  the  year  on  taxes  exceeded  the  current  roll  by  ‘'385,518.56. 
This  amount  has  also  been  included  in  revenue  account. 

The  total  cost  for  direct  relief  and  administration  amounted  to  $1,425,331.96,  from  this 
is  deducted  cash  received  from  Governments  and  other  sources  $982,531.70  and  amount  to  be  funded  in 
1938  $245,221.87  leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  Budget  of  $197,578.39  which  exceeds  the  estimated  amount 
by  $3,518.39. 


The  net  overdraft  on  expend! tures  as  shown  on  the  Budget  Statement  is  $76,150.80.  Of 
this  amount  the  following  expenditures  were  not  included  in  the  estimates  for  1937.  Mothers*  Allow¬ 
ances  and  Old  Age  Pensions  payments  to  the  Provincial  Government  for  the  first  three  months  of  1937 
which  were  unexpected  and  therefore  not  appropriated  for  $47,994.53,  Coronation  Day  expense 
$3,300.46,  Provincial  Government  election  expense  $3,514.30  and  Provincial  Government  One  Mill 
subsidy  expense  $2,186.50  accounting  for  $57,000.00  of  the  net  overdraft  on  expenditure  leaving  a 
net  balance  overexpended  of  $19,000.00  on  an  estimated  expenditure  for  the  year  of  approximately 
$6,600,000.00. 

Debenture  principal  charged  against  Budget  Account  amounted  to  $1,994,896.04,  interest 
and  sinking  fund  $959,185.24  raking  a  total  debt  charge  of  $2,954,081.28  charged  against  revenue 
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for  the  year. 

Total  debentures  retired  during  the  year  of  $2,650 ,318.35  lose  debentures  Issued  amount¬ 
ing  to  $2,485,558.45  leaves  a  net  reduction  in  the  debenture  debt  of  $173,750.00  whioh  now  stands 
at  $28,141,513.88. 

The  consolidated  Capital  Debt  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  has  been  reduced  during  1037  by 
$2,141,016.00  and  stands  at  $20,100,690.00  at  December  3lBt. 

This  Is  the  result  of  the  elimination  of  all  unnecessary  capital  expenditure  and  if  the 
same  policy  is  adhered  to  during  1938  a  further  substantial  reduction  may  be  looked  for. 

Taxes  and  Water  Rates  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to  $2,210,018.17  which  rep¬ 
resents  a  reduction  of  $421,305.38  from  the  previous  year. 

This  reflects  great  credit  on  the  efficiency  of  our  tax  deparlment  and  is  also,  I  believe, 
an  indication  of  improved  business  conditions. 

During  the  year  the  Provincial  Government  returned  to  the  tax  payers  of  Hamilton  one  mill 
of  their  taxes  which  amounted  to  $164,165.52. 

The  guarantee  bonds  covering  the  various  city  officials  have  been  renewed  and  are  in  force 
at  December  31st,  1937. 

All  the  various  bank  accounts,  cash  balances,  accounts  receivable  and  payable  and  outstand¬ 
ing  taxes  together  with  the  sinking  fund  securities  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  have  been  verified  by 
me  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Education  consolidated  revenue  surplus  at  December  31st  amounting  to  $15,784.74 
less  deficit  Public  Schools  $567.45  leaves  a  net  consolidated  revenue  surplus  of  $15,217.29  which  is 
a  reduction  from  the  previous  year  of  $2,571.69. 

Total  revenue  amounted  to  $2,302,827.18  which  is  an  increase  of  $11,179.10  over  last  year 
and  is  made  up  of  Municipal  Taxes  $2,125,553.00,  Government  Grants  $134,969.77,  School  Fees  $23,179.72 
and  sundry  revenue  $19,124.69. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  amounting  to  $2,305,398.87  are  made  up  of  Salaries  $1,549,131.75, 
Maintenance  $187,316.20,  Debt  Charges  $566,321.45  and  Capital  Expenditures  $2,629.47  and  show  an 
increase  of  $18,619.62  over  1936. 

An  amount  of  $12,500.00  has  been  transferred  from  building  funds  and  deducted  from  the 
cost  of  capital  debt  charges. 

The  Debenture  Debt  at  December  31st  amounted  to  $3,787,895.31  which  shows  a  reduction  of 
$341,889.98  during  the  current  year. 

The  Cemetery  Board  shows  an  accumulated  operating  deficit  at  December  31st  on  Eastlawn 
Cemetery  of  $21,455.78  and  a  surplus  of  $17,074.03  on  Hamilton  and  Woodland  Cemeteries  leaving  a  net 
accumulated  operating  deficit  of  $4,381.75  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Revenue  from  Eastlawn  Cemetery  for  the  year  amounting  to  $2,319.90  less  expenditures  of 
$8,532.31  leaves  a  deficit  for  the  year  of  $6,212.41.  Included  in  expenditures  sire  debt  charges 
amounting  to  $5,507.12. 
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During  last  year  a  grant  of  $4,000.00  was  received  from  the  City  of  Hamilton  which  was 
discontinued  in  1937  otherwise  the  revenue  accounts  for  the  two  years  are  approximately  the  seme. 

Hamilton  and  Woodland  Cemeteries  have  an  operating  surplus  for  the  year  of  $2,177.63  which 
shows  a  reduction  when  compared  to  the  previous  year  of  $5,562.40. 

Revenue  for  the  current  year  is  approximately  $700.00  over  1936  hut  capital  expenditures 
for  road  construction  and  new  equipment  amounting  to  $5,479.00  accounts  for  the  reduced  yearly  sur¬ 
plus  as  mentioned  above. 

A  proportion  of  the  cost  of  road  construction  amounting  to  $3,210.00  has  been  carried  over 
to  next  year  and  is  shown  on  the  balance  sheet  as  Deferred  Charges. 

Interest  receivable  on  mortgage  re  Westdale  Properties  is  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of 
$393.58  but  has  been  paid  up  since  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sales  of  lots  under  the  Deferred  Payment  plan  amount  to  $4,768.00.  Of  this  amount  $1,700.50 
represents  lots  fully  paid  for  while  the  balance  of  $3,067.50  is  outstanding  at  December  31st. 

The  Debenture  Debt  stands  at  $49,500.00  or  a  reduction  of  $1,000.00  during  the  year.  The 
debenture  issue  account  remains  the  same  at  $249,458.83. 

Perpetual  Care  funds  have  increased  by  $13,021.00  and  amount  to  $445,800.75  made  up  of 
Investments  $443,795.57  and  cash  in  bank  $2,005.18  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

This  exceptional  increase  is  the  result  of  advantageous  trading  in  securities  on  a  market 
favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  Cemetery  Board. 

The  Hamilton  Public  Library  Board  has  an  accumulated  operating  deficit  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year  of  $241.14  as  against  a  surplus  of  $637.16  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  which  is 
the  result  of  a  deficit  on  the  year’s  operations  amounting  to  $878.30. 

Total  revenue  amounted  to  $73,950.62,  an  increase  of  $1,127.00  over  last  year  while  expen¬ 
ditures  have  increased  by  $1,734.00  and  amounted  to  $74,828.92. 

The  increase  in  revenue  is  practically  made  up  of  increase  in  grant,  City  of  Hamilton 
$855.00  and  Duplicate  Pay  $183.00  while  increase  in  Operating  Expenses  $2,779.00  less  a  decrease 
in  Capital  Expenditure  of  $1,045.00  makes  up  the  net  increase  in  expenditure  account. 

Capital  expenditures  amounting  to  $11,978.10  are  made  up  of  Books  $9,590.87,  Furniture 
and  Fixtures  $387.23  and  Debentures  Redeemed  of  $2,000.00. 

The  Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $32,000.00. 

Hamilton  Waterworks  operating  account  shows  a  profit  for  the  year  of  $251,656.59  or  an 
increase  of  $152,950.00  over  the  previous  year. 

Collections  from  Water  Rates  amounted  to  $904,148.99  which  is  $135,724.59  in  excess  of 
the  amount  collected  in  1936. 

This  is  mostly  accounted  for  by  the  increased  consumption  of  metered  water  during  1937. 

Expenditures  show  a  decrease  of  $17,225.49  and  amount  to  $652,492.40  made  up  of  Debenture 
and  Sinking  Fund  Payments  $414,061.97  and  Operating  Expense  $2^)8,430.43. 

No  charge  has  been  made  for  depreciation  in  operating  account. 
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Water  Rates  outstanding  at  December  31st  amounted  to  $97,483.17,  a  reduction  of  $31,658.80 
from  the  previous  year. 

The  Debenture  Debt  has  been  reduced  during  the  year  by  $174,308.68  which  is  made  up  of 
principal  paid,  serial  debentures  $198,908.71,  Sinking  Fund  debentures  $43,000.00  debentures  can¬ 
celled  from  Sinking  Fund  Surplus  $58,399.97  or  a  total  of  $300,308.68  less  debentures  sold  during 
1937  amounting  to  $126,000.00. 

Hospitals  revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $328,414.21  and  shows  an  increase  of  $26,627.66 
over  1936,  made  up  of  General  Hospital  $21,163.58  and  Mount  Hamilton  Hospital  $5,464.08. 

Revenue  for  the  General  Hospital  was  $281,119.09  and  the  increase  of  $21,163.58  is  made  up 
of  increased  revenue  from  patients  §29,710.58  less  a  decrease  in  Government  Grants  of  §8,547.00. 

Cash  collections  on  General  Hospital  accounts  equalled  80$  of  total  charges  for  the  year. 

Revenue  from  Mount  Hamilton  Hospital  amounted  to  $47,295.12  and  is  made  up  of  revenue 
from  patients  $36,632.92  an  increase  of  $5,804.18  from  last  year  and  Government  Grant  $10,662.20,  a 
reduction  of  $340.10. 

The  amount  received  from  the  City  of  Hamilton,  General  Fund,  for  maintaining  the  hospitals 
was  $370,153.61  which  is  an  increase  of  approximately  $1,600.00  over  last  year  and  is  made  up  General 
Hospital  $275,734.82,  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  $1,300.00  and  Mount  Hamilton  Hospital 
$94,418.79  an  increase  of  $2,900.00. 

The  Debenture  Debt  of  the  Hospitals  has  been  reduced  during  the  year  by  $95,605.32  and 
amounts  to  $1,076,632.53  at  December  31st. 

The  Parks  Board  shows  an  operating  deficit  at  December  31st  of  $2,493.56  which  after  ded¬ 
ucting  the  deficit  carried  forward  from  the  previous  year  of  $1,793.97  leaves  an  operating  deficit 
for  the  current  year  of  $699.59. 

Total  revenue  amounted  to  $181,002.13  which  shows  an  increase  of  $5,470.00  over  last  year 
of  which  $5,222.00  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  grant  from  the  City  of  Hamilton  while 
expenditures  exceed  last  year's  total  by  $4,375.55. 

Capital  debt  charges  of  Debenture  interest  and  principal  payments  and  Sinking  Fund  instal¬ 
ments  amounted  to  $93,378.21. 

The  Debenture  Debt  has  been  reduced  during  the  year  by  §49,376.49  and  now  stands  at 
$816,759.29  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

The  Hamilton  Hydro  Flectric  Power  Commission  operations  for  the  year  show  a  surplus  of 
$140,485.34  which  is  a  reduction  from  the  previous  year  of  $31,939.78. 

Total  expenses  of  §3,216,208.10  as  against  $3,181,835.35  for  the  previous  year  shows  an 
increase  for  the  current  year  of  $34,372.75  which  is  made  up  of  increase  in  operating  expenses  of 
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$60,951.48  less  a  reduction  in  debt  charges  of  $26,578.73. 

Revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $3,356,693.44  which  is  an  increase  of  $2,452.97  over  1936. 

Capital  debt  charges  of  $431,257.66  are  made  up  of  principal  repayments  of  §276,543.76  and 
interest  amounting  to  $152,713.88. 
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Depreciation  of  $139,557.52  has  been  charged  at  the  usual  rate  of  on  depreciable  and 
renewable  plant  plus  4#  on  the  balance  as  shown  on  Depreciation  Reserve  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year. 


Provision  has  been  made  for  insurable  risks  by  a  charge  against  revenue  of  $15,000.00. 

The  insurance  reserve  now  amounts  to  $121,197.99  which  shows  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
$10,842.43.  There  is  no  cash  fund  corresponding  to  this  reserve  so  any  loss  would  have  to  be  paid 
from  current  working  capital. 

Sinking  Funds  invested  are  in  accordance  with  certificates  received  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Township  of  Barton. 

Fydro  Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  Sinking  Fund  Equity  representing  the  investment 
of  the  Hamilton  Commission  in  the  Provincial  undertaking  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
§398,985.58  and  amounts  to  $5,642,406.53  at  December  31st. 

Depreciation  reserve  shows  a  net  increase  during  the  year  of  $32,775.07  which  is  made  up 
of  credit  from  revenue  account  $139,557.52,  credit  from  sixty  cycle  salvage  $22,878.75  less  replace¬ 
ments  etc.  charged  against  the  reserve  amounting  to  $129,661.20  leaving  a  net  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  reserve  amounting  to  $1,120,823.05. 

The  Debenture  Debt  at  December  31st  was  A2, 229,276. 65,  Dominion  Power  and  Transmission 
-urchase  agreement  $1,000,000.00  making  a  total  Capital  Debt  of  §3,297,278.83  which  is  a  reduction 
from  the  previous  year  of  $272,281.37. 

Capital  assets  have  increased  during  the  year  by  $265,937.67  made  up  of  Buildings 
§16,336.12  and  Plant  and  Equipment  §249,601.55. 

The  figures  appearing  in  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Operating  Account  have  been  compiled  from 
a  report  prepared  by  Long  and  Marshall ,  Chartered  Accountants,  independent  auditors  of  the  Hamilton 
Fydro  ^lectric  Power  Commission  and  have  been  verified  by  me  and  found  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
books  of  the  Commission. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  co-operation  I  have  received  from  all  departments  with  which  I  have  come  in  contact  and 
especially  the  staff  of  my  own  department.

Gentlemen : 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  for  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1938. 

The  General  Budget  Statement  shows  a  revenue  surplus  for  the  year 
amounting  to  $7,059.38  as  against  $85,405.54  for  the  previous  year. 

Total  revenue  amounted  to  $8,746,900.64,  and  when  compared  to  the 
estimate  of  $8,785,477.00  leaves  a  net  shortage  of  $38,576.36,  the  detail  of 
which  is  shown  on  the  Budget  Statement. 

The  Tax  Roll  for  1938,  less  reserve  for  uncollectible  taxes  $131,384.00 
credited  to  revenue  account,  was  $6,437,825.00,  while  actual  cash  collections 
for  current  taxes  and  arrears  amounted  to  $6,773,781.30,  leaving  a  surplus 
of  $335,956.30,  which  has  been  included  in  revenue  account. 

Cash  collections  on  the  1938  Tax  Roll  were  $5,598,711.00,  or  85.22% 
of  the  total  roll. 

Collections  for  water  rates  amounted  to  $868,031.29,  which  is  a  shortage 
of  $11,968.71  on  the  amount  estimated  for  the  year  and  a  shortage  of 
$36,117.70  when  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

Revenue  from  the  General  Hospital  was  $294,766.12,  or  a  surplus  over 
the  estimated  amount  of  $9,766.12,  and  an  increase  of  $13,647.03  over  last 
year,  while  revenue  from  Mount  Hamilton  Hospital  amounted  to  $50,198.32, 
a  shortage  of  $7,801.68  on  the  estimate  and  an  increase  of  $2,903.20  over 
1937. 

As  the  new  Maternity  Wing  of  the  Mount  Hamilton  Hospital  was 
opened  to  the  public  during  the  month  of  October  last,  a  substantial  in¬ 
crease  in  revenue  may  be  expected  during  the  following  year. 

Total  Hospitals  revenue  amounted  to  $344,964.44,  an  increase  of 
$16,550.23  over  the  year  1937. 

Receipts  from  the  Central  Market  were  $29,738.50,  a  shortage  of 
$2,261.50  on  estimated  revenue  and  $120.50  when  compared  to  the  previous 
year. 


Revenue  derived  from  the  Hamilton  Street  Railway,  representing  a 
tax  of  4%  on  gross  earnings  of  the  company,  amounted  to  $42,165.61  and 
shows  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  $1,685.77. 

Cash  received  from  the  Provincial  Government  for  one  mill  subsidy 
amounted  to  $164,904.45. 

Fines  and  Fees  received  from  the  Police  Court  show  as  $35,447.22, 
which  is  a  shortage  of  $6, 137.52  when  compared  to  the  previous  year  and 
a  shortage  of  $9,552.78  on  the  estimate  for  the  year  of  $45,000.00. 

The  City’s  proportion  of  liquor  licenses  received  from  the  Provincial 
Government  was  $13,827.78  as  against  $12,390.52  for  last  year. 

Expenditure  Account  shows  a  total  of  $8,739,841.26,  and  is  made  up 
of  controllable  expenditure  $3,136,404.30,  uncontrollable  expenditure  $3,- 
074,134.91,  and  independent  boards  $2,529,302.05. 

The  amount  estimated  for  expenditure  was  $8,785,477.00,  which  leaves 
a  surplus  on  expenditure  account  for  the  year  of  $45,635.74,  the  detail  of 
which  is  shown  on  the  Budget  Statement. 

The  net  cost  for  direct  relief  and  administration  was  $192,147.24,  or  an 
increase  on  the  estimated  amount  of  $11,832.24. 

The  net  cost  is  made  up  as  follows:

Debentures  redeemed  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,746,981.03,  while 
interest  coupons  paids  were  $1,271,845.48. 

The  debenture  debt  as  per  the  debenture  statement  at  December  31st 
stands  at  $25,398,303.04,  or  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  $2,743,- 
210.84,  which  is  made  up  of  debentures  redeemed  $2,746,981.03  less  $3,770.19 
for  pavement  by-law  4899  issued  during  the  year. 

Sinking  Fund  by-laws  outstanding  as  shown  on  the  debenture  state¬ 
ment  are  $602,440.04  and  mature  in  the  following  years — April,  1940, 
$65,940.04;  October,  1941,  $505,000.00,  and  November,  1947,  $31,500.00. 

Sinking  Funds  to  the  value  of  $503,202.98  are  on  hand  at  December 

31st. 

The  total  consolidated  debt  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  shows  a  reduction 
during  the  year  of  $2,139,662.00  and  stands  at  $26,961,028.00  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  balance  for  undebentured  expenditure  on  construction  work  at 
December  31st  amounted  to  $1,443,952.90  and  shows  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  $501,743.75. 

Assessable  property  values  for  the  year  1938  amounted  to  $  1 64,- 
864,096.00,  which  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $698,576.00. 

All  the  various  bank  accounts,  cash  balances  and  outstanding  accounts, 
together  with  sinking  fund  securities  held  by  the  City  Treasurer,  have 
been  verified  by  me  at  December  31st. 
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The  guarantee  bonds  covering  the  various  City  Officials  have  been  re¬ 
newed  and  are  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Education  consolidated  revenue  surplus  at  December 
31st  amounted  to  $34,898.60,  which  is  an  increase  of  $19,681.31  over  the 
previous  year. 

Total  revenue  received  of  $2,341,905.08  is  an  increase  of  $39,077.90  over 
1937  and  is  made  up  of  Municipal  Taxes,  $2,136,549.00,  Grants,  Province 
of  Ontario  $153,800.17,  School  Fees  $30,727.25  and  sundry  revenue  $20,- 
828.6 6. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  are  as  follows:  Salaries  $1,580,748.07,  Main¬ 
tenance  $191,457.72,  Capital  Debt  Charges  $562,318.36  and  Capital  Ex¬ 
penditures  $2,754.62,  for  a  total  of  $2,337,278.77,  less  $15,055.00  transferred 
from  Building*  Construction  Account  and  used  to  reduce  capital  debt 
charges,  leaving  a  net  expenditure  of  $2,322,223.77,  an  increase  of  $16,824.90 
over  last  year. 

The  Debenture  Debt  has  been  reduced  $343,256.37  during  the  year  and 
now  stands  at  $3,444,638.94. 

The  Cemetery  Board  shows  an  accumulated  operating  deficit  of  $4,- 
663.76  and  is  made  up  of  Eastlawn  Cemetery  deficit  $24,093.67,  less  surplus 
Hamilton  and  Woodland  Cemeteries  $19,429.91. 

Revenue  from  Eastlawn  Cemetery  for  the  )^ear  amounted  to  $771.15 
plus  Grant,  City  of  Hamilton  $4,769.00,  making  a  total  of  $5,540.15  less 
expenditures  of  $8,178.04,  leaving  a  deficit  for  the  year  of  $2,637.89. 

Revenue  Hamilton  and  Woodland  Cemeteries  amounted  to  $56,937.66 
less  expenditure  of  $54,581.78,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $2,355.88. 

The  Debenture  Debt  was  reduced  $1,500.00  and  shows  on  the  balance 
sheet  at  $48,000.00,  while  the  debenture  issue  account  of  $249,458.83  is  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Perpetual  Care  Funds  have  increased  $6,478.87  and  now  stand  at 
$452,279.62. 

Hamilton  Public  Library  operating  account  shows  a  surplus  of  $192.65 
as  compared  with  a  deficit  of  $241.14  at  the  end  of  the  previous,  year. 

Revenue  of  $83,236.44  is  an  increase  of  $9,285.82  over  last  year  and  is 
practically  accounted  for  in  the  increased  grant  from  the  City  of  Hamilton 
of  $9,219.00  for  the  purpose  of  reopening  the  Barton  Street  Branch. 

Capital  expenditures  amounting  to  $14,308.23  includes  new  books  pur¬ 
chased  $11,529.14,  Furniture  and  Fixtures  $779.09  and  debentures  redeemed 
of  $2,000.00. 

The  Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $30,000.00. 

Hamilton  Waterworks  has  an  operating  surplus  for  the  year  of  $217,- 
171.99,  which  is  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  $34,484.60  and  is 
accounted  for  in  a  drop  in  collections  from  $904,148.99  to  $868,031.29,  or  a 
decrease  of  $36,117.70  from  1937. 

Debenture  Debt  charges  were  $419,699.87  and  is  made  up  of  debenture 
principal  $213,110.93,  debenture  interest  $203,808.48  and  sinking  fund  in¬ 
stalment  of  $2,780.46.

Debentures  now  stand  at  $3,876,612.86. 

No  charge  has  been  made  for  depreciation  in  operating  account. 

Water  Rates  outstanding  amounted  to  $52,226.40,  a  reduction  of  $45,- 
256.77  from  last  year. 

Hospitals  expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to  $711,004.34  and  is  made 
up  of  operating  $579,664.82,  debentures  $80,637.76  and  debenture  interest 
$50,701.76. 

The  cost  to  the  City  of  Hamilton  General  Fund  for  maintaining  the 
Hospitals  was  $366,039.90,  which  is  a  decrease  of  $4,113.71  as  compared  to 
the  previous  year. 

Accounts  receivable  outstanding  was  increased  $3,189.95  and  now 
amount  to  $56,160.33. 

The  debenture  debt  at  December  31st  is  $995,994.77. 

The  Parks  Board  revenue  for  the  year  shows  a  total  of  $181,810.63, 
an  increase  of  $808.50  over  1937. 

City  of  Hamilton  Grant  was  reduced  $2,607.34  and  amounted  to  $156,- 
836.00  for  the  year. 

Capital  Debt  charges  of  debenture  interest  and  principal  payments 
and  sinking  fund  instalments  were  slightly  lower  at  $91,993.93. 

Debenture  Debt  stands  at  $766,277.98  and  has  been  reduced  $50,481.31 
during  the  year. 

The  Hamilton  Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  shows  a  surplus  for 
the  year  of  $68,446.26  as  against  $140,485.34  for  1937,  a  decrease  of 
$72,039.08. 

Revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $3,095,548.40,  which  is  a  decrease 
when  compared  to  the  previous  year  of  $261,145.04,  while  expenditures  of 
$3,027, 102.14  show  a  decrease  of  $189,105.96. 

Depreciation  charged  for  the  year  against  revenue  was  $143,748.03 
and  is  in  accordance  with  the  rulings  of  the  Provincial  Commission. 

Debenture  and  other  capital  debt  charges  of  $279,338.82  and  interest 
amounting  to  $142,414.34  makes  a  total  capital  debt  charge  of  $421,753.16. 

Capital  debt  at  December  31st  amounted  to  $3,029,558.38  and  shows  a 
reduction  of  $267,720.45  during  the  year. 

Depreciation  Reserve  has  increased  by  $53,521.11  and  now  stands  at 
$1,174,344.16. 

Provision  for  insurable  risks  is  made  by  a  charge  of  $15,000.00  against 
revenue.  The  insurance  reserve  amounting  to  $132,179.21  shows  a  net 
increase  of  $10,981.22  during  the  year.  There  is  no  actual  fund  corres¬ 
ponding  to  this  reserve. 

Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  Sinking  Fund  equity  has  increased 
during  the  year  by  $409,689.27  and  amounts  to  $4,052,095.80  at  December 
31st. 

Properties  show  an  increase  during  the  year  of  $154,241.85. 

Sinking  Funds  on  hand  amount  to  $457,625.90  and  have  increased  by 
$27,918.26  during  the  year. 
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Net  profit  for  the  year  amounting  to  $68,446.26  has  been  added  to  the 
operating  surplus  which,  after  allowing  for  a  few  adjustments  relative  to 
former  years,  now  stands  at  $681,464.05. 

I  have  prepared  the  balance  sheet  and  operating  account  from  a  report 
prepared  by  Long  and  Marshall.  Chartered  Accountants,  independent 
auditors  of  the  Hamilton  Hydro  Electric  Commission. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  co-operation  I  have  received 
from  the  various  departments  in  the  City  Hall  and  the  members  of  my 
own  staff  during  the  year.

Gentlemen 

I  present  herewith  for  your  approval  the  Financial  Statement  of  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1939. 

Revenue  account  shows  a  deficit  for  the  year  of  $119,850.31  as  against  a 
surplus  for  the  previous  year  of  $7,059.38. 

The  net  overdraft  on  expenditure  account  as  shown  on  the  Budget  Statement  was 
$39,762.34  while  the  shortage  on  revenue  account  amounted  to  $80,087.97  which  accounts 
for  the  deficit  as  mentioned  above,  the  full  detail  of  which  will  be  found  on  the  gen¬ 
eral  Budget  Statement. 

Revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $8,520,241.03  which  is  a  decrease  of 
$226,659.61  as  compared  to  the  preceding  year. 

Collections  from  arrears  and  current  taxes  exceeded  the  1939  tax  roll  less 
reserve  for  uncollectible  taxes  amounting  to  $6,423,413.00  by  $254,179.48  and  has  been 
included  in  revenue  account. 

Collections  on  current  taxes  amounted  to  $5,703,152.00  which  equals  88.78$ 
of  the  1939  tax  roll  included  in  revenue  account. 

The  tax  rate  necessary  to  produce  the  revenue  for  the  year  was  38.50  mills 
but  a  grant  of  1.50  mills  received  from  the  Provincial  Government  leaves  a  net  tax  rate 
to  the  tax -payer  of  37.00  mills. 

Water  rates  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $816,731.68  or  a  shortage 
of  $33,268.32  on  the  estimated  collections  for  the  year  and  a  reduction  of  $51,299.61 
when  compared  to  last  year. 

Revenue  from  Central  Market  was  $29,524.50  which  is  a  shortage  of  $2,475.50 
on  the  estimated  amount  of  $32,000.00  for  the  year  and  a  loss  of  $214.00  when  compared 
to  the  previous  year. 

The  one  mill  subsidy  received  from  the  Provincial  Government  for  1939  amount 
ed  to  $164,826.00. 

Fines  and  FeeB  collected  at  the  Hamilton  Police  Court  during  the  year  amount 
ed  to  $37,848.23,  a  loss  of  $2,151.77  on  the  estimate  for  the  year  of  $40,000.00  or  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $2,401.01. 
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The  4$  tax  received  from  the  Hamilton  Street  Railway  on  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  company  amounted  to  $42,310.76.  This  is  a  slight  increase  over  the  amount  received 
in  1938  but  is  a  shortage  of  $689.24  on  the  estimated  amount  of  $43,000.00. 

Monies  received  from  the  Provincial  Government  for  liquor  licenses  amounted 
to  $12,634.08,  and  is  a  reduction  of  $1,193.70  from  last  year. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  as  shown  on  the  Budget  Statement  amounted  to 
$8,640,091.34,  a  reduction  of  $99,749.92  as  compared  to  the  preceding  year. 

Welfare  expenditure  charged  against  revenue  account  was  $212,616.62  after 
deducting  the  amount  to  be  funded  of  $336,500.14  or  a  total  of  $549,116.76  which  rep¬ 


resents  an  increase  of  $5,955.07  over  the  previous  year  and  is  made  up  as  follows:

Debentures  issued  during  the  year  amounted  to  $711,870.10  which  is  made  up 
of  unemployment  direct  relief  $596,236.00,  Mountain  Hospital  $57,000.00  and  Board  of 
Education  $55,500.00. 

Expenditure  on  construction  work  to  be  debentured,  at  December  31st  amounted 


to  $1,304,244.73  and  when  compared  to  the  previous  year  shows  a  reduction  of 
$139,708.17. 


The  various  Bank  and  Cash  balances  and  Accounts  Receivable  accounts  together 
with  the  securities  of  the  sinking  fund  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  have  been  examined 
by  me  and  found  to  be  correct  as  at  December  31st,  1939. 

All  the  security  bonds  covering  the  various  officials  of  the  Corporation 
have  been  renewed  and  are  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

The  Board  of  Education  shows  an  operating  surplus  for  the  year  of  $3,694.20. 

Revenue  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,316,976.23  and  is  made  up 
as  follows:  Municipal  Taxes  $2,089,459.00,  Grants,  Province  of  Ontario  $159,377.02, 
School  Fees,  $37,584.55  and  Sundries  $30,555.66  which  includes  $10,704.43  transferred 
from  construction  bank  account. 
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Expenditures  for  the  year  of  $2,348,180.63  were  made  up  of  Salaries 
$1,588,159.80,  Maintenance  $210,285.07,  Capital  Debt  Charges  and  Expenditure 
$549,735.76. 

The  Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $3,155,358.22.  Principal  paid  off 
$344,780.72  less  new  debentures  issued  of  $55,500.00  leaves  a  net  reduction  of 
$289,280.72  for  the  year. 

The  Cemetery  Board  reduced  their  deficit  by  $3,409.64  leaving  an  accumulated 
deficit  of  $1,254.12  as  compared  with  $4,663.76  at  December  31st,  1938. 

Revenue  from  Eastlawn  Cemetery  amounted  to  $1,495.05  (an  increase  of  $723.90) 
plus  City  of  Hamilton  Grant  $6,665.00  making  a  total  of  $8,160.05  less  expenditures  of 
$9,062.82  leaving  a  deficit  for  the  year  of  $902.77  and  an  accumulated  deficit  of 
$24,996.44. 

Revenue  from  Hamilton  and  Woodland  Cemeteries  of  $54,727.05  less  expenditure 
$50,414.64  leaves  an  operating  surplus  of  $4,312.41  or  an  accumulated  surplus  of 
$23,742.32. 

The  Debenture  Debt  was  reduced  $2,000.00  and  shows  on  the  balance  sheet  at 
$46,000.00,  while  the  debenture  issue  account  of  $249,458.83  has  been  authorized  and 
debentures  will  be  issued  in  1940. 

Perpetual  Care  Fund  Investments  amount  to  $453,801.92,  an  increase  of  $1,522.5C 

Hamilton  Public  Library  operating  account  shows  a  surplus  of  $883.31,  an 
increase  of  $690.66  over  the  previous  year. 

Revenue  of  $84,782.83  is  an  increase  of  $1,546.39  over  last  year  less  expend¬ 
itures  of  $84,092.17,  which  includes  capital  expenditure  of  $13,912.12,  leaving  an 
operating  surplus  of  $883.31. 

The  Debenture  Debt  was  reduced  $2,000.00  and  now  stands  at  $28,000.00. 

Hamilton  Waterworks  has  an  operating  surplus  of  $177,423.40  which  is  a  decrease 
of  $39,748.59. 

Revenue  of  $816,731.68  is  a  decrease  of  $51,299.61  over  last  year  and  a 
decrease  of  $87,417.31  during  1938  and  1939. 

Debenture  debt  charges  were  $413,219.22  which  includes  debentures  principal, 
interest  and  sinking  fund  instalments. 

Debenture  debt  was  reduced  $222,767.32  less  debentures  issued  of  $1,354.86, 
leaving  a  net  reduction  of  $221,412.46. 

The  Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $3,655,200.40. 

No  depreciation  has  been  charged  against  operating  for  the  year. 

Water  Rates  outstanding  amounted  to  $46,247.97,  a  reduction  of  $5,978.43 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Hospitals  revenue  from  patients  and  Provincial  Government  amounted  to 
$364,467.15,  an  increase  of  $19,502.71. 

The  cost  to  the  General  Fund  for  maintaining  the  two  hospitals  was  $395,728.96 
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an  increase  of  ♦29,689,06  over  the  previous  year. 

Expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to  ♦760,196.11,  an  increase  of  ♦49,191.47. 
Accounts  Receivable  outstanding  of  $63,990.26  is  an  increase  of  ♦7,829.93 
over  the  previous  year. 

Debenture  debt  January  1,  1939  was  ♦995,994.77  plus  debentures  added  during 
the  year  of  $70,386.65,  less  debenture  principal  paid  off  $85,143.04  leaving  a  net  debt 
of  $981,238.48  at  December  31st,  1939. 

Patients  admitted  to  Mountain  and  General  Hospitals  during  the  year  were  as 
follows:  Ward  patients  8,523,  Semi-private  6,084,  Private  1,633,  a  total  of  16,240. 

The  average  days’  stay  of  Ward  Patients  12.6  while  the  average  days’  stay  for  all 
departments  was  11.7. 

Parks  Board  revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $184,564.91,  an  increase  of 
$2,754.28  over  last  year. 

Expenditure  for  the  year  of  $184,666.90  less  revenue  leaves  a  deficit  of 

$101.99. 


Debenture  debt  was  reduced  by  $55,453.14  and  now  stands  at  $710,824.84. 

The  Hamilton  Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  revenue  account  exhibits  a  loss 
for  the  year  of  $53,856.45  as  against  a  profit  of  $68,446.26  for  the  year  1938.

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Financial  Statement  of  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1940. 

The  General  Budget  Statement  shows  a  revenue  surplus  for  the  year  of 
$216,776.89  as  compared  to  a  deficit  of  $119,850.31  for  the  previous  year. 

Eevenue  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $8,894,863.12  and  exceeded 
the  estimate  of  $8,686,298.00  by  $208,565.12. 

The  1940  Tax  Roll,  less  a  reserve  of  $34,606.18  for  uncollectible  taxes, 
credited  to  the  revenue  account  vas  $6,664,316.00  while  actual  collections  of  current 
taxes  and  arrears  amounted  to  $6,915,093.07,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $250,777.07  which 
has  been  included  in  revenue  account. 

Collections  on  the  1940  taxes  were  $6,057,613.00  or  90.90$  as  compared  with 
88.79$  last  year. 

Water  rates  collected  amounted  to  $862,454.87  an  increase  of  $45,723.19 
over  the  previous  year. 

Central  Market  revenue  was  down  $1,097.00  on  1939  collections  amounting  to 
$28,427.50  for  the  year. 

Revenue  from  the  Hamilton  Street  Railway  representing  4$  on  gross  earnings 
of  the  company  was  $50,388.06  an  increase  of  $8,077.30  over  1939  and  the  largest 
amount  received  by  the  City  in  nine  years.

Total  Net  Expenditure  being  $315,292.44  as  compared  with  last  years  total 
of  $680,953.13  of  which  $336,500.14  was  funded  leaving  a  net  charge  to  last  year's 
budget  of  $344,452.99.

The  net  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospitals  resulting  in  a  charge  against 
the  General  Fund  was  $374,238.00  and  represents  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of 
$21,490.96. 

Accounts  receivable  balances  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to 
$62,362.66  which  shows  a  decrease  of  $1,627.60  from  last  year. 

The  reserve  set  aside  for  bad  and  doubtful  accounts  stands  at  $12,000.00. 

Debenture  principal  redeemed  during  the  year  of  $98,176.80  leaves  a 
Debenture  Debt  of  $883,061.68  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Hamilton  Public  Libraries  show  revenue  received  for  the  year  of  $84,471.62 
made  up  of  Grant,  City  of  Hamilton  $78,461.00,  Grant,  Province  of  Ontario  $734.25 
and  miscellaneous  revenue  $5,276.37. 

Expenditure  amounting  to  $85,271.15  is  made  up  of  Capital  Charges 
$14,566.63  and  Operating  Expenses  $70,704.52. 

The  Operating  surplus  as  at  December  31st  amounts  to  $83.78  as  against 
$883.31  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  or  a  decrease  during  the  current  year  of 
$799.53. 

An  actural  inventory  was  taken  of  Books  and  Catalogues  on  hand  at 
December  31st,  1940  which  after  allowing  for  new  books  purchased  during  the  year 
resulted  in  a  reduction  of  this  account  of  $67,102.51. 

The  asset  for  Books  and  Catalogues  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet  stands  at 
$203,000.00. 

As  there  has  been  no  allowance  made  for  depletion  of  books  for  many  years 
it  would  appear  to  me  to  be  a  very  reasonable  valuation  of  this  asset. 

Hamilton  Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  shows  an  operating  surplus  for 
the  year  of  $72,513.40  as  compared  to  an  operating  loss  for  the  previous  year  amount¬ 
ing  to  $53,856.45. 

Operating  account  shows  revenue  of  $3,691,238.36  and  expenditure  amounting 


to  $3,618,724.96. 

Revenue  shows  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $465,106.89  while  expenditures 
also  show  an  increase  of  $338,737.04.

Depreciation  charged  against  revenue  has  been  at  the  usual  rate  and  is  in 
accordance  with  the  ruling  of  the  Provincial  Commission. 

The  Depreciation  Reserve  as  shown  on  the  Balances  Sheet  amounts  to 
$1,355,999.23. 

Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $1,774,000,00  and  has  been  reduced  druing 
the  year  by  $180,000.00. 

Sinking  Funds  on  hand  total  $516,855.03  which  represents  an  increase  during 
the  current  year  of  $30,194.88. 

The  usual  charge  for  insurable  risks  of  $15,000.00  has  been  made  against 
revenue.  The  Insurance  reserve  account  now  amounts  to  $153,390.40  and  shows  a 
net  increase  of  $11,987.36  during  1940.  There  is  no  aotual  fund  corresponding  to 
this  reserve  and  any  loss  sustained  would  have  to  be  paid  from  current  working 
capital. 

Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  Sinking  Fund  Equity  represent¬ 
ing  the  investment  of  the  Hamilton  Commission  in  the  Provincial  undertaking  was 
increased  during  the  year  by  $435,692.57  and  is  now  shown  at  $4,927,615.12  in 
accordance  with  figures  supplied  by  the  Provincial  Commission. 

I  have  prepared  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Operating  account  of  the  Hamilton 
Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  from  the  report  of  Long  and  Marshall,  Chartered 
Accountants  independent  auditors  of  the  Commission. 

I  have  verified  the  statements  with  the  book  of  the  Commission. 

Hamilton  Waterworks  revenue  account  shows  water  rates  collections  for  the 
year  of  $862,454.87,  an  increase  of  $45,723.21  over  the  previous  year,  and 
represents  approximately  97^  of  the  total  roll. 

Expenditures  amounted  to  $649,999.12  leaving  an  operating  surplus  of 
$212,455.75  as  against  $177,423.40  for  the  year  1939  or  an  increase  of  $35,032.35. 


No  depreciation  has  been  charged  against  revenue  for  the  current  year. 

Water  Rates  assessment  rolls  show  an  outstanding  balance  of  $29,332.52 
which  is  a  reduction  of  $16,915.45  from  last  year. 

As  all  waterworks  Sinking  Fund  debentures  were  redeemed  during  the  year 
there  ie  no  Sinking  Fund  on  hand  at  December  31st. 

Debenture  Debt  now  stands  at  $3,371,747.69  and  shows  a  reduction  during 
the  year  of  $283,452.71  made  up  of  debentures  redeemed  $300,952.71  less  debentures 
issued  amounting  to  $17,500.00. 

Parks  Board  revenue  account  shows  a  deficit  of  $87.27  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year  as  compared  to  $101.99  at  Deoember  31st,  1939. 

Revenue  for  the  year  amounting  to  179,951.49  is  a  reduction  of  $4,613.42 
from  the  previous  year  while  expenditure  account  also  shows  a  reduction  of  $4,628.14. 
The  detail  of  which  is  shown  in  the  Operating  Account. 

Debentures  redeemed  during  the  year  amount  to  $58,701.75  and  leaves  the 
Debenture  Debt  standing  at  $652,123.09. 

Sinking  Funds  on  hand  now  stand  at  $17,705.41  and  represents  and  increase 
of  $1,704.86  during  the  current  year. 

I  have  prepared  the  Consolidated  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Hamilton  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  properly  drawn  up  to  show  correctly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Corporation  as  at  December  31st,  1940  and  as  shown 
by  the  books. 

Debentures  outstanding  but  unegotiated  for  Hydro  Electric  Railways  amount¬ 
ing  to  $6,478,928.00  are  not  included  in  the  above  balance  sheet. 

I  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  members  of  my  own  staff  and  also  all  the 
various  departments  of  tne  Corporation  for  the  splendid  co-operation  which  I 
have  received  from  them  during  the  year.
